Spend a fortune, 
eat a masterpiece 

I would like to defend us. 

We crazed Chicagoans who stalked Next's Faccbook page earlier 
this month, loitering in front of the computer for hours — fingers 
crossed and breath bated— for the chance to spend hundreds of dol- 
lars on dinner at the hottest restaurant in the city. 

We're not so bad, realty We’re just food fans, people who love 
restaurants and are willing to spend a not-inconsequential amount on 
a special experience. 

A dinner at Grant Achatz’s Next means more than just a chance to 
fill our stomachs. It’s a chance to seejimi Hendrix at Woodstock, a 
shot at watching Francis Ford Coppola direct ^The Godfather.” It’s an 
artist in his prime, creating something that cannot be duplicated. 

The menu changes every three months, and when the restaurant’s 
next “season” rolls around, so will a new theme. 

But despite my confidence that my ticket purchase wasn’t a 
mistake, I figured it couldn’t hurt to ask some other Next-perts. So T 
posed the question, “What’s the big deal about this restaurant?” 

“It’s kind of a performance,” answered Karen Tye, a 24-year-old 
Street erville resident who’s been to Next four times. 'A die-hard Bears 
fan spends a ridiculous amount of money on seats for a couple of 
hours.” 

Good point, Karen! 

In fact, when I asked Metromix dining producer Lisa Arnett— who 
has been to Next three times— to weigh in, she posed a similar analogy. 

“You see people obsessively trying to get tickets for a concert or 
the Super Bowl, or even Oprah, right?” she wrote, while acknowledg- 
ing the time spent (or wasted, depending on your perspective) was 
substantial. “I would love to see some kind of Chicago-wide study of 
the loss of productivity when Next tickets go on sale.” 

Sound familiar? Like maybe when March rolls around and “NCAA 
brackets” is the top search term on Google? 

Nick Kokonas, co-owner of Next, said the restaurant’s website— 
the only way to get a reservation is to buy “tickets”— got i.i milHon 
page views the day the Thai menu went on sale. 

Kokonas was willing to spitball with me about the reason for the 
hoopla. Maybe, he said, it was due to the personal way he and Achatz 
interact with restaurant-goers. The owners actually are on Twitter and 
Facebook. When a post goes up apologizing for a Web snafu or ex- 
plaining a menu choice, it’s not some faceless PR rep doing the typing. 

“There’s a certain authenticity” he said, a kind of personal relation- 
ship that inspires passion. “I think what we have with Next is com- 
plete transparency in the process. ... I think people realty like that.” 

I know I did. 

On July 12, after clicking for hours like a maniac, I finally snagged two 
tickets at more than $300 total. I felt a quick thrill of victory, then real- 
ized my tickets were for September. I turned to a co-worker and said: 

“I hope I don’t die before then.”

The nail: It’s been bitten, torn, cut, clipped, stubbed, painted and filed. 

But never before has it sat at the epicenter of a fashion whirlwind, with designers sending multicolored manicures down the runways and 
luxury brands such as Chanel being known as much for trend-setting nail colors (mint green, a trio of khakis) as for couture. As a result, 
Chicago women have begun to feel more comfortable sporting off-beat colors and nail art, even in more conservative workplaces. 

“I really do consider nails an accessory,” said Laura Jastram, 28, of Wicker Park, who works in an environment she describes as creative. 
The women in her office, she said, are passionate about their nails and love greens, blues and yellows— colors that might have been 
considered too wild for the office just a few years ago. “I feel like it’s become this whole subculture. It’s crazy” 



And with celebs from Justin Bieber to Katy Perry 
signing up to do their own line of polishes, nails are 
front and center in popular culture. The Kardashi- 
ans recently announced they’d be releasing a collec- 
tion of Nicole by OPI brand colors, with names like 
“Kim-pletely in Love” and “Hard Kourt Fashioni- 
sta” for the shades. 

“The celebrities take it to a whole new level,” said 
Suzi Weiss-Fischmann, who creates aU the colors for 
OPI, one of the world’s largest nail polish compa- 
nies. “Having these celebrities just adds that edge, 
that excitement.” Stars like Lady Gaga, Rihanna 
and Fergie are rarely seen without glitter, patterns or 
jewels on their nails these days. Perry’s been known 
to sport tiny photographs of her husband, her cat or 
the duke and duchess of Cambridge. 

“People are seeing more of it, so they’re get- 
ting more comfortable going out there,” said An- 
gela Marciano, a Chicago-based blogger who runs 
scrangie.com. Marciano estimates she has “thou- 
sands” of bottles of nail polish and says the passion- 
ate herd of nail fanatics is growing every day “Some 
people collect stamps; I collect nail polish.”

more attention for their tips, from comments on 
the “E’ to appreciative mentions by guys who a few 
years ago might not have been able to spot a mani 
at 20 paces. 

“I have a few guy friends who will look at a girl’s 
nails. They compliment them,” said Andrea Lapsys, 
19, of Lincoln Park. “They definitely notice a lot 
more.” 


But there still can be push-back. At times, some 
Chicago nail fashionistas said they’ve gotten weird 
looks or a stilted, “Electric blue? Oh that’s It 
can come off as judgmental, at times, they say 

“I don’t know if it’s That’s fiin but you’re tack/ or 
‘You’re 22 and in corporate America and you don’t 
know better,’ ” said Marina Juncaj, 22, of Lincoln 
Park, who works in advertising research. Juncaj says 
neon polish or leopard-print nails are a small way to 
express herself in a straight-laced environment. “If 
I’m wearing a really plain outfit, I can do fun nails.” 

Employees at eDrop-Off sport all kinds of nail 
styles — and the boss likes it that way “When you 
come into the office, it’s like a fashion show,” said 
Corri McFadden, owner of the Lincoln Park-based 
consignment service. 

The passion is clear. Michelle Mismas, a nail 
blogger, recently wrote a piece for the New Y)rk 
Times in defense of nail polish and was taken aback 
by some of the intense back-and-forth. 

“It was amazing how heated people get about 
nail polish,” said Mismas, who runs AU Lacquered 
Up. “We’re not exactly talking about curing cancer

» Nail art continues to evolve 
with DIY looks such as the water 
marbling effect, in which polish 
is dropped on water and swirled, 
into which a finger is dipped. 



» Shatter/crackle nail polishes 
spread apart as they dry, creating 
a “broken” effect. 

» Hot shades for summer include 
turquoise, coral, yellow, hot pink 
and electric blue. Fall will bring 
smoky grays, greens, purples, 
beige and dark shimmer shades.

If you want a break from the hectic 
vibe of many brunch spots, stroll into 
City Provisions. Sure, you might feel like 
you’re eating in a 
general store, but 
that’s part of the 
charm. It oozes the 
sort of feel-good, 
laid-back energy 
you’d expect from 
place that hosts 
farm dinners, has recycled T-shirt “hand 
towels,” collects corks for recycling and 
prides itself on using mostly local, sus- 
tainable, seasonal products. If you’re not 
into all that tree-hugging stuff, fear not: 
The food will leave you salivating. 

Signature dishes: Can a place that 
claims tofu scramble as a signature also 
pull off high-quality biscuits and gravy 
($10.95)? You bet. In fact, the thick, 
homemade biscuit topped with peppery 
gravy and chunks of perfectly spiced sau- 
sage was the best version I’ve ever had. 


Good eggs: City Provisions’ take on 
an eggs-your-way meal ($10. 95- $15. 95) 
includes meats such as bourbon-glazed 
ham, bacon steaks (half-inch-thick slabs 
of ridiculously good 
bacon), corned beef hash 
and steak from Dietzler 
Farms in Elkhorn, Wis. 
Pair that with eggs and 
potatoes sauteed in duck 
fat and you’ve got a deli- 
ciously hearty brunch. 

Can’t stop thinking about: Everything 
I might have missed. If you arrive in the 
afternoon, there’s a good chance a few 
items will be gone. I was disappointed to 
hear the house-cured salmon and smoked 
trout for the bagel platter (market price) 
were no more, but I ordered it anyway 
and didn’t miss them. The plate came 
piled with a smoky whitefish spread, 
house-made chive cream cheese, radishes 
and sliced fennel. And the vehicle for all 
those goodies? A freshly baked every- 
thing bagel with a center of caramelized 


onions. 

Day-drinking: With the bloody mary 
mix gone (again, heed the above warn- 
ing and get there before noon), I opted 
for City Provisions’ lighter take on a 
mimosa: prosecco with a subtle bit of 
rose hip liqueur ($9). But that bloody 
mary made with owner Cleetus Fried- 
man’s recipe of fresh tomato juice mixed 
with horseradish, lemon juice, sriracha 
and aquavit instead of vodka, sounds like 
enough to plan a future trip. 

Bottom line: As if I needed more rea- 
sons to return. City Provisions recently 
added a nighttime nosh menu (4-9 p.m. 
Tiesday-Thursday and 4-10 p.m. Friday- 
Saturday) of house-made pates and meats 
and Midwest cheeses. My server also 
mentioned that soon it would be partner- 
ing with local breweries to offer a special 
beer on tap. Brunch, lunch, snacks and 
beer? Yep, I’ll be back.

Favreau tries to rustle up hit from tricky genre

Jon Favreau might want to put his armor on. 

The “Iron Man” director’s latest film, 
“Cowboys & Aliens,” opens Friday, though it 
comes with risk. It is a more obscure comic 
title than “Iron Man,” and it brings to the- 
aters a genre that hasn’t had much success in 
recent years. 

Fortunately Favreau has the help of Daniel 
Craig (James Bond) and Harrison Ford (Indi- 
ana Jones) in his movie about cowboys bat- 
tling aliens that crash land in Arizona in 1873. 

Tell us your vision for “Cowboys & Aliens.” 

What I liked about it is that it read like a 
Western, and then the alien aspect of the 
film seemed to really fit in with my favorite 
aspect of the genre, which was the early, 
pre-CGI alien films that were much more 
psychological and horrific. Whether they had 
an uplifting ending like “Close Encounters” 
or “E.T.,” or whether they went dark like 
‘Alien” or ‘Aliens,” those were the films that 
I really grew up with and liked. And that was 
the version of the alien movie that we wanted 
to emulate. 

Had you been a fan of this comic like you 
were of the “Iron Man” comics? 

It was a project that I was aware of because 


Robert Orci and Alex Kurtzman had been at- 
tached to write it along with the {first} “Iron 
Man” writers Mark Fergus and Hawk Ostby 
For a while Robert [Downey Jr.} was attached 
to the project, and I definitely thought it was 
a very cool idea. ... I thought it was a wonder- 
ful opportunity to explore something very 
different from “Iron Man,” but still be a big 
summer movie. 

Did you approach it as a comic book movie 
or a Western? 

The material seemed like away to do a West- 
ern, which is every filmmaker’s dream. So I 
got to direct a very straight-ahead, down-the- 
middle Western because it’s a mashup with a 
genre that is typically much more appealing 
to a worldwide audience. 

Whafs it iike having James Bond and 
Indiana Jones on set? 

They’re both fantastic actors that bring 
tremendous authenticity to their roles. What 
I’ve learned from the films that have been 
successful is that casting is the most impor- 
tant aspect of directing. By having the right 
combination of people, having a talented and 
intelligent cast, you’re able to come up with 
something very special because the script 
develops every day
